ments to our schools and the in-

GENERAJLS"IN"COLLEGES 


The idea of General Eisenhower as a col- 


lege president is surprising to most Ameri- 
cans. It will doubtless become familiar. The 
trustees of Columbia University have offered 
him the place, which has been vacant ever 
since Nicholas Murray Butler resigned' in 
19*15, ar\fl he has accepted it. 
' 


Eisenhower has one excel lent-precedent to 


encourage him if he doubts his success in this 
new field. General Robert E. Lee was per- 
suaded in 1865 to accept the presidency of 
Washington" College at Lexington, Va. He 
served with great distinction until hys death 
in 1S70, when the institution received its 
present name of Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity. 


Columbia is undoubtedly more of a going 


concern than Washington College was after 
the havoc wroght by four years of war. But 
even to so large and prosperous a university, 
General Eisenhower can make contributions 
of great value. 


A general is not always the best choice for 


an academic institution, any more than he 
is best choice for high political office. The 
military mind cannot always adapt itself well 
to the requirements of such give-and-take as 
an institution devoted to scholarship and 
freedom of thought requires. General Lee,, 
however, proved himself as great on that 
side as the military. The power of Eisen- 
hower in other fields are considered by many 
who know him well to transcend those of his 
military side, as did those of Lee. "

60,000,000 Americans was regarded as the 
fancy of an idle dreamer? But 60,300,000 
persons are nosv employed, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics.

Franklin D. Roosevelt made "Freedom

fear',' one of the' four cornerstones of his philosophy. 
And, the greatest fear of all is war, for in war oar 
children are imperiled.

fought Iwo unfinished wars. Work! War 2 is slill 
Unfinished. Not even paper treaties have been ar- 
ranged among the principal combatants. 
VVe stiil 


live in the shadow of a war to th'e death. 


Politicians* dislike such language. They prefer 


to live in that happy hunting ground of loose, op- 
timistic concepts. They prefer to point to their 
masterly achievements even if the record unfolds 
little but faulty 'judgment, reckless improvisations; 
slogans rather than thought, and lies that were 
hurled over the airwaves with the appearance of 
sincerity and profound truth. So, we were fooled 
and tricked and the war continues. 


• Allies become enemies; foes become the coddled 


darlings of policy. As Richard Law says: "... . In 
the .stress of war we nourish the illusion that a 
better world is being born of suffering and sacri- 
fice. But total war docs not bring a better world. 
Total war brings total ruin. The devastation, phy- 
sical, economic and, above all, moral, which was 
wrought: by the war is without parallel in modern 
history, and it will not easily be made good." 


That was World War 2 with Russia as an-alJy. 


What World War 3 with Russia the enemy can be 
baffles imagination. Surely, no one in the United, 
States craves a war nor do sensible people agitate 
for it. Yet, that war is in. the making .find Soviet 
Russia is the maker, perhaps witlessly. Such a war 
would mean ruin for them as it would mean ruin for 
us1 and 1'or all mankind It would probably set the 
human race, back a thousand years. Yet it seems 
to be inevitable. 


But is anything inevitable? The Hegelians and 


Marxists suffer from the superstition of inevitabil- 
ity. They have reverted to the fatalism of the fore- 
ordained. Forces, once let looso, they assume, must 
meet at .an inevitable point.

This hope- 
less nihilism of the human spirit explains nearly 
everything that has happened in Europe during the 
past two years. Why stand up for principle?. Why 
Cleave to a,way of. life? Why hold on to faith and 
tradition? The end must come. 


At a moment like this, most people are reduced 


to clods. Hunger-, persecution,, fear break down the 
will to hold ideals high. Hungry men fight for bread 
alone. Starving mothers think of starving children. 
The faith of a people can be stamped our for gen- 
erations by the brutality (if government and the 
assurance that hopelessness is the only goal in life. 


To .Americans, all this is hard to underdstand; 


yet unless we do grasp what has happened to the 
minds and spirits of millions of Europeans, it is 
impossilsle for us even to approximate the trends 
in their conduct. Why do France and Italy march 
so swiftly, into a barbarous world? Why has even 
Great Britain, the mother of free institutions, taken 
on the characteristics of a socialist state? Why 
does Christianity seem to have-no power of resis- 
tance t'o the great darkness that is enveloping Eu- 
rope ? 
The answer is hunger, feur and hoplessness. The 


answer is that men have lost the reason for striv- 
ing. That is what the "Unnecessary War," as Win- 
ston Churchill has so aptly christened it, has done 
to the-civilization of Europe. A continent is com- 
mitting suicide because it has become as accustomed 
lo death as to'lifc, because fear has replaced hope, 
and.ideals of living have given way to the shabby 
business of begging for bread. 


It is in this atmosphere that a new war is ges- 


tating. Day by day, it comes closer.. Only forthright 
speaking can save us. Polite compromises mean 
nothing now, Hasty retreats will not help.

face grave danger. Only fools dare avoid caution.
